However as lovely as it is there's 
one small problem; this photograph was not taken by her husband this past fall as she claims, but has been in the 
public domain for the past five years! This photograph can be found in the Wikipedia Commons where it has 
been since 201 1 and was taken by Flicker user Forest Wander on October 1 1th 2008. This photograph has 
also been well distributed all over the internet.
